At least one error upon which reissue is based is described below. If the reissue is a broadening 
reissue, such must be stated with an explanation as to the nature of the broadening: 

The specification is defective in that patent Claim 17 erroneously defines the reinforcing mats as being "in generally 
horizontally spaced relationship," whereas it should have defined the reinforcing mats as being "in generally horizontal 
spaced relationship." 

This is a broadening reissue to correct applicants' error in claiming less than they had a right to claim. The error was 
the result of patent Claim 17 unnecessarily limiting the support means to being movable relative to the face and the first 
soil reinforcing mat to having a face. New Claims 20 - 22 address this error. 

All errors being corrected in this reissue application arose without any deceptive intention of the applicants. 

New Claim 20 is similar to, but broader than, original patent Claim 17 in that it does not call for the "support means" to 
be "movable relative to the face." 

New Claims 21 and 22 are of a scope similar to, but broader than, original patent Claim 17 in that they do not define the 
first mat as "having a face." Rather, they define the face as being connected to the first mat. New Claim 22 is also 
broader than original patent Claim 17 in that it does not call for the support means to be movable relative to the face.
